11. and 20, 22, 
Mark’ 7. 4. and to. 39, Luke 2, 16. Aas 
and 16. to. 2. Hefschins, Steplanus, 
Scapula and Budeus, the great Matters of the Greek 
Tongue, make it evident by many Inftances one 
of Claflic Authors, that Baprizing imports no more 
than Ablution or Wafhing which may be done with- 
out Dipping to the Overthrow of the Anabapeifts 
Argument,

Refemblance throughout even to a nicety feem to have 
been once contiiu'd, however fince disjoind many 
others, which do not fo, face each other, but cue look- 
ino at the back of anowber, At the Feet of all thefe 


Rocks are prodigious numbers of Splinters cr {mall 


Stones. Moft of thefe Rocks look to the Wet, and 
within a very inconfiderable [bace tiie Soil near fome of 
‘em quibe chang d from Lime Stone to a Grist or course 
fice Stone, and fo conzinnes for many miles. Im fa- 
tscfy'd thefe never came out of the Hands of the Al- 
miznty in the State they are now in, Pray, what 
Cranges may theEarth Lave undergone fince the Crea- 
gion to account for thefe Appearances. 
A, Dr. Plot, in his Natural Hiltory of 
fhire, gives an account of juch anciher Surpriing 
‘Range of Recks, which he faw in thar Country. 
And there are fome other Inftances of them in Evy- 
land.’ We do not in the leaft doubr, bac that rhis 
Ph.cnomenon is owing to the Deluge. Forthe An- 
tediluvian Earth was undoubredly cf a much mere 
regular Surface than the Prefent: (tho we do not 
come up to the Regularity that Dr. Burnce makes 
itof:) And not only fo but all the Strata of Stone, 
Oar, Chalk, Cole and Eavih, wore more snifosly 
difpoted, and by their prefentDulpofition ar firtk 
to have been parallel, continued and nor fo much in- 
terrupted and broken as they are now. Bur ail 
thefe Serata were by the Violent and Tumulmous 
Preflure of the Warcrs of the Deluge, broken 


lonfe and divided. A plain Argument of which — 


is taken from the fhells of Fifhes, which are found 
Buricd amongft thele Serta at the greatett Depths 
of coe Earth, For iris natural to fuppofe, that the 
Earth being in this confufed or Chaotic State, and 
there a Grols and Mats 
of Corpuicies difperfec every where thro’ the Wa- 
ters, Multirudes of Fifhes woud be thereby Poifon- 
edt or Stfled, and woud fink down wich thele 
S:rata upon the Abating of the Waters. “Ths, we 
fay, is a piain Argumenc that the Earth was-thas 
broken by the Deluge. And as for the Rocks 
mention, it is probable, they cither :.cain their 
Primitive Sicuation and Uniformity (tor tr is nor 
eceffary in our Hyporhefis that ali the Paris of the 
Earth fhowd be broken) of ar leaft chat fome vat 
Fragments of fome Rocky Stratwn might thes fer- 
tle together, when other Bodies begun to jubfide. 
And the Reafon why they appear Naked is, becante 
the uppermoft and higheft Serarwim of Soil being 
mixed with the Water, and {o appearing like Mudd, 
woud before its Conlo!idation run down to the 
Joweft Places, and leave the Ingher (eipecialiy fuch 
as are Rocky) emher wholly bare or wich a thin 
remainder of Soil upon them, And thus we find 
-athick Soil {pread upen the Vallies and Plains which 
~makes them Ferul, buc a very thin one, and in fome 
Times nove ar all, upon the Ridges and Tops 
of Mountains, which is the Caufe of their Bar- 
renne(s. 

Q. Gentlemen, Pray give us your Opinion of the 
true Caufe of an Eatthquake, or wether there be 
more Caufes than one. | 

A. The only rational Caufe thar, we think, is 
affigned for it, is, that there is almoft every where 
under the Earth found difperfed a mixture of Sul. 
pher and Nitre, which being compounded toge- 
ther in due Proportion produce a naru*Gun-Pow. 
der, of greater Force and Noifethan the Artificial ; 
and this, being clofe pent up in the Earth, will ne- 
ceflarily when feton Fire, throw it into thofe terri- 
ble Convullions which we call Earthquakes. The 


only feeming Difficul:y, is to explain how theie 


Materials are fet on Fire, when ikey have no Com. 
munication with Air, which is generally neceflary, 
both for the Kindling and Duration or Fire. But 
we Anfwer that Air is unneceilary to that fort of 
fire, which is kindled from the Principies and in 
the Circumftances we {peak of, as is evident trom 
what Miners re'ace concerning Fire-damps, which 
never begin to appear till there is perceived a want. 
of Air, and upon the [mmition of Air ate de- 
ftroyed. And this may likewile by the Bye account 
for the Perpetual Lamps of the Antients, which 
being fhur up in Torabs and Subterraneous Cells 
were preferved without any Communication with 
the externa! Air. Now the Nacural Effeét of this 
Caute of Earthouakes which we have affigned, viz. 
the Kiadling and Expiofion cof natural Gun Powe 
der, woe'd be Erupicons of the Earth and fomee 
dimes ftrange Subterraneous Notes, which we find 
ftathe great ftrengihning of our Theory) to be 
actually fo, For all Vulcanos upon their greareft 
Eruprions have Earthguik-s preceding them, ag 
whoever contults the Hiftory of thole of Vefuvins 
or Etna, or indeed any other V./cano will find, and 
that they were likewile generaily atrended with 
horrible Notcs, And thefe Erupuons have been 
made not oriy by Vileanos, the Paffages of which 
were before open, but have likewnie frequently o- 
pened tothem{clyves new Paffages. An Inftance of 
which we have not Jong ago, vfy. in the Year 
in tae Ile dela Palma, one ot the Canaries, 
where was an Eartiquake accompanied with a 
dicing Noule in the Bowe:s of the Earths; and at 
lati the Karth opened 73 places, whence with the 
fame Thundering Noile ited Fire and Smoak, 
melred Rocks, and fiery Stones, which it threw fo 
high into the Air that the Peop'e lof fight cf them.
